A European Serjeant-Major and Quarter. 
master Serjeant ace allowed——and iu the mean 
time the Officer Commanding the Corps is au- 
thorized to appoint: Two Native Staff Ser. 
Jeants to act, on the allowances established 
for those situations, 

The Cowmanding Officer is directed to 
make up Bounty Clothing for the Reernits 
lately levied, and in consideration of the ex- 
pences to which he has been subjected in raise 
ing them, an allowance of Java Rupees Two 
Hundred and Twenty per month is granted to 
Captain Fraser, during the period while he 
was employed in’ the Reeruiting Service==the 
Said allowance to commence from the Ist of 
August 181 4. 

q—Cuptain Brookes, of the 34 Bengal Vol. 
unteer Battalion, has permission to proceed 
to Bengal for the purpose of obtaining the 
permission of the Commander in Chief to re.

few Extracts from private letters, to satis- 
fy the anxtous curiosity of our Readers. 
his clear, however, that the principal 
EXproston took place on the night of the 
10u, aad on the morning of the Ehh in- 
stant, and it may be remembered (hat on 
tis night the inhabitants of Batavia and 
its knvirons were. alarmed hy what was 
supposed to be a hékvy cannouade at sea, 
ant which was imagined to be an action 
beiween two frigates—=these sounds were 
moie distnctly heard to the Eastward. 
At Fagal an Paccalongan they commenc- 
ed upon the 5th, and the same persuasion 
ontamed. Letters from Passarowang and 
Sourabaya of the LIth instant, mention, 
Wat tor several days past the weather had 
been exceedingly glvomy, but on the 
night of the 10th and Ilth instant, the 
houses were shook to their foundations 
by violent exptosions from some Volcano 
in the neighbourhood, which they suppos- 
ed to be Gonong Bromo. 

Oa the LIth instant, the atmosphere was 
so obscured by smoke and ashes, that at 8 
o'clock, there was little or no day-light, 
and at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, it was 
perfectly dark. Many of the accounts we 
have seen may possibly have been exag- 
gerated, but that there has been some tre- 
mendous convulsion to the Eastward, there 
can be no doubt.—Letters from Solo and

Djocjocarta state, that the ashes have fal- 
len very thick in those districts, and at the 
latter place the Light Battahnon was in 
motion to ascertain the cause of the heavy 
Cannonade so near the Sultan's court, 
On the 15th, 16th, and 17th, the smoke 
was exceedugly thick at Buitenzorg and 
in the Preanger Regencies—it extended 
ta Batavia, and the atmosphere has been:

_ Oa. the Ist of this. month, the nobles of 
Moscow gave, at the. Hotel of the Caun- 
cellor of state Poltaratxky, a superb féte. 
in honour of the Emperor. kt commenced 
with popular Games, and. there were seen. 
in a kind of circus, Balancers, Jugglers, 
Gipsics, Rope dances, attracting the crowd 
from all parts; military music was heard 
in various places, and the Moyras which. 
mingled with the sound: of Instruments 
announced universal Joy. 

His Excelleucy Count Rastopchin, the 
Governor General ; the noble Patriot, who 
set fre to his Palace, on the approach of

the French, havìng arrived about nine 
ocloek in the Evening, repaired toa 
beautitul . Theatre to enfoy a most 
magnificent representation, the melodra- 
mia composed by the Chamberlain Pousek- 
hün. In it was scen exhibited Russia; 
happy in her success, but sighing for Îhe 
‚return ot her [fero. Europe extending 
to her an arm in an attitude ot thanksgiving 
and announcing to her the capture of 
Paris, the Vrctories and the Magnanimity 
ot Asegander.— Glory, with a Crown of 
Laurels in her hand opens the Temple of 
Emmortaktty ; there on a pedestal of Dia- 
monds, he Bust of our august Emperor 
érowned by two Genti, presenting itself 
to the view òf all. It is impossible to 
deseribe the acclamation of the Spectators, 
the general enthusiasm of the Mouras 
checked only by the emotions and the tears 
of joy, the universal accord of all Hearts 

rociaimiag Alexander the Benefactor of 
Beossin and ofthe Workl. The Princess 
„Weaseuisky who had represented Russia, 
Made. de Loutse who personified Europe, 
and fade. de Bachmetieff, who appeared 
as Giory, performed with admirable 
perfection. 

Every word wgs felt and ex pressed with 
grace: Òne was quite astonished to Énd 
that Rursian Verse conld be pronounced 
with that natural effect which constitutes 
the charur of dictiom, and that the greatest 
part of òûr profvssional actofs are Ígnorant 
of it; one Was astonished to see talents so 
rare, springing up all at once and as it were 
for the occasion to émbellisÀ the nobtest of 
féies. The Orchestra ot the -Melodrama 
was composed ot young people distinguishe 
ed by their Birth and thèír Taste for 
Music; tfre richness ând elegànce of the 
dresses enchanted all eyes, and this Teimple 
óf immortality appeared to have béen 
created by magical Power. A display of 
Fireworks followed the Melodrama 3 the 
Rain of the morning injured some pieces 3 
but the brilliant Banquet, the illumination 
of the Garden and the transparency in 
front of the Hotel were Most maguificent, 

The Emperor Alexander was represented 
in the figure of an Angel of Peace, exe 
tinguishing the fres of Discord anl of 
War; on one side was seen Russia offering 
Moscow asa Sacrifice and on the other; 
gratetul and free, regarding with affection 
the Eagle with two heads, which hovered 
over the clouds and erowned the Pa- 
cificator with laurel and olive. The 
attributes called to mind tbe glorivus 
battles of Firentino, Maloi, Jaroslavitz, 
Krasnoy, Culm Leipsie, Brienne, Leon and 
Montmartre. A cascade fell trom the 
pedestal as by enchantment, and beneath 
the Angel of Peace were these words 
«Glory to the eternal! Peace to the 
Earth” 

Vhe Bal which commenced at 10 
o'clock lasted till six in the morning. All 
the hails were decorated with orange trees, 
€itrous and flo vers, garlands of Roses 
encircled the Cypher of the Emperor. 
The eight Directors chosen to regulate the 
féte surpassed all expectations. The 
fruits, refreshunents, supper, all was splen- 
did, and for years there has not been seen 
a Ball so numerous, nor an assembly so 
beautiful.

Ev peror and King, tlris Monarch received 
them yesterday at Ll o'clock in the Hail 
of ceremonies. Afterwards his Imperial 
Majesty, being scated on his Throne, and 
the Captains of Guard, addressed the 
Deputies in the following speech: 

After many years of sacrifice and of 
suffering, Ì re-assemble, on this long 
wished for day, Deputies of my faithful 
provinces around a throne, of which the 
love and inviolable fidelity of my people 
have in all times been the firmest support, 
This day is one of the happiest of my life, 
The Peace of the world is concluded; it 
will restore the repose and prosperity of 
Iny states. You, my faithful subjects, 
have in the fullest maanner discharged your 
duties towards me and the country. My 
heart bears me witness that [ have also 
falfilled mine. We have supported with 
uusbaken firmness, 20 ycars of disastrous 


War. They are atan end; the evil hag 
been destroyed in its very root ; the fidelity, 
the constancy óf my People, (ne bravery 
òf my victorious armies havé atchieved 
what seemed haridy capable of accom plish- 
ment, We shâll leave to out prosperity a 
En example; they wilt bless vur 
ersevcrance:. 

l acknowledge with gratitude all that 
has been done in every pact of my 
Monarchy for the presefvation ând re- 
establish:uénit of the whole. 

| feel an inexpressìble satisfaction at the 
affcting prooís of attächment, which Ì 
experience every day, even from countries 
which, for a long time, had beeït separated 
from my Empire, and which will now be 
united with it again.

The Indian cuiefs and warriors lately arrive 
ed at Qucbee had their first audience of hrs 
EBxcellency the Governor iu Chief, vn Tuesa 
day, the 1öth instant. They were received 
by his Excellency with a guud deal of state, 
in the great room in the Oid Cusile and exe 
perienced from him the ost cocdial welcome. 

After along pause, wiich seemed to De 
excited by the novelty of the scene, and which 
was passed in the gratification „of mutual 
curiosity, the Chiefs and Warriors presented 
themselves ih Buecession before his Wxeel- 
lency, and shook lands with him in the most 
friendly and hearty manner. Newash, a dis. 
tinguished Chief of the Ottowas, then ade 
vanced to the middle of the roum, accompas 
nied by àn interpreter, and addressed his ix. 
cellency in a speech or talk, altogether com. 
plimentary, and by way of introduction only. 
It consisted of a number of short seutences, 
expressive of gratitude to the ** Giver of 
Life” for having given them spirits and 
strength to travel so far to see their Father, 
and for having granted them one who seemed 
so much intlined to attend to their wants. 
The Orator concluded by declaring that he 
and the other Chiefs and Warriors were too 
much overcome with the kindness shewn to 
them, and the grandeur with which they were 
surrounded on all sides to be able that day. 
to enter on the serious objects of their visit; 
and requested another time might be appointe 
ed for that purpose. Newash was followed by 
a Saulk Chief, who attracted great notice by. 
his easy, yet elevated deportment. [lis talk 
was to the same effect with the former, but 
decidediy more eloquent; concluding in a 
very impressive manner witn the following 
sentence. —** In the West we have often be- 
fore heard of our Father, but never, until 
this day, have we had the satisfactivu to be- 
hold him.” 

The Chiefs and Warriors were then con. 
ducted into an adjoining room to take refresh. 
ments prepared for them, and ended the inter. 
view by executing with astonishing energy 
the Calumet dance. 

Chursday following haring been appointed 
for holding the Council, the Chiefs and War. 
riors assembled in the same apartment, and 
were received in the same manner. After 
shaking hauds with his Excellency as before, 
Newash, accompanied by his interpreter, 
again presented himself in the middie of the 


room, and pronounced the following speech, 
or talk r— 

6 Father==Listen. You will hear Froïm 
me the truth. Icis the samet as what the 
Chiefs and Warriors, now here, have to say: 

«& Father—Listen. Open yoúr ears to 

your children, to your Red Children, that arc 
i the West, ey are àll of one mind. Al. 
though they are so far off, and scattered on 
different lands, they hear what Ll an now 
saying. 
4 Father==Liisten. You have told us by 
the talk of your Warriors, that we were to 
fight on the-Hauks and in the rear of your 
Warriors ; but we have always gone in front, 
Father; and it is in this way we have lost so 
any of our young Warriers, our Women, 
and Children. 

te Pather—Listen. Your Red Children 
want back their old boundary lines, that they 
may have the länds which belong tu them: 
aad this, Father, When the war began, yoù 
promised to get for them. 

16 Fatherzelisten. Yoùr Red Children 
have sùflered a great deal; they are sad, 
Indeed they are pitiful. They want your 
assistance, Father. They waut arms for their 
wârriors, &úd clothes for their women and 
children. You do not know the numbers of 
your Red Children, Father. There are many 
who have never yet received any arms or 
clothing. 
to send more than you formerly did. 

€ Father—Listen. The Americans are tak. 
ing our lands from us every day. They have 
no hearts, Father. They have no pity for us, 
They want to drive us beyond the setliùg sun. 
Bul Father, we hope, although we are few, 
and are here as it were upun a little island, 
our great and migbty Father, who lives bee 
yond the great lake, will not forsake us iu 
oúr distress, bat will contivue to remember 
his fairful Red children. 

Thus, Father, is all I have to say. This 
is from your Chiefs aad Warriorss this is all 
they have to say.” 

Newash theu äâdvancel to his Excellency, 
and presented him with the Black Waimpum 
ând the bloody Belt. 

This talk was delivered with precision ; and 
in an animated and intrepid manner. Milass, 
Who spoke on the former occasion, again 
followed Newash, in a talk comprising nearly 
thé same topics with the foregoing: but recita 


ed in a tune of voice ab soft and expressive 


as the Ltalian, and ia a manner completely 
theatrical. 

The Governor in Chief then made the Chief: 
and Warriors the Eollowing answer ;—= 
„te My Children— You have freely and for. 
cibly »pokeu your sentiments, and am happy 
to have heard, from yoùr own mouths, your 
thoughts, as Ll know ou these occasions you 
always speak the truth3 Fam therefore de- 
lighted to hear my Red Children declare their. 
attachment to the King vur Great Father 
beyond the Great Lake, and to myself and to 
ny Warriers. a - 

‘My Children=[ have opened my cars, 
and listened with attentiun to what you have 
said=emy heart was sore when [ heard of the 
death of a great warrior=eit still bleeds when 
F think of his loss, and the misfortunes which 
wy children have met with during the war, 
in the death of many a wise and brave chief 
aud valiant warrior, And of some of your 
women and children, who are gone to the 
Great Spirit, before whom we must all oue 
day appear. 

<< My Children,—l thank the Great Spirit 
that I see you in my own dwelling, and con. 
verse with you face to face:—Listen to my 
words, they are the words of truth—=-you have 
already heard this from my Chiefs, and I now 
repeat them ; we have taken each other by the 
hand, and fought together—=our interests are 
the same=we must still continue to fight to- 
gether ; for the King ouf Great Wather con- 
siders you as his children, and will not forget 
you or your interests at a peace; but to pre- 
serve what we hold, and recover from the 
enemy what belongs to us, we must make 
great exertions, and £ rely vu your undaunted 
courage, with the assistance of my Chicfs and 
Warriors, to drive the Big-Kuives from of all 
our lands the ensuing Summer, 


$€ My Children—Our Great Father will 
give us more warriurs from the other side of 
the Great Water, who will join with you in 
attacking the euemy, aud will open the Great 
Road to yuur country, by which you used to 
receive your supplies, and which the enemy 
haviag=stopped, has caused the distress aud 
scarcity of goods you complain of; for L 
have never been in want of goods for you, 
but could not send them. :

Ou hearing the translation vf each clause, 
the Chiefs and Warriors gave their assent, ás 
is usval with them, by a peculiar guttural 
sotud5 and it was remarkable that they exe 
presbed as strong and iuvolentary an ajpro= 
bation to the recommendation made to them 
of mercy to their prisoners, as to any other 
part that might'be supposed to affect them 
more agreably. 

On terminating the answer, his Excellency 
delivered to the Interpreter the bloody belt, 
to be handed to the Chiefs and Warriors, in 
tektimony of the mutual determination to ea- 
ecute with fidelity this renewed promise of 
alliance. The Interpreter, after making one 
round of the area, chaunting a part of the war 
song, delivered the belt to Newash. He 
paced round in the same manuer, slowly, 
chaunting the war soug, and making many 
expressive gestures in alfusion to lhe belt. 
The other Chefs and Warriors followed iu 
turn, aùd séparately, paying great attention 
to precededce in the ceremony 5 vome with a 
sabre, others with a pistol, to accompany 
their gesturess all carrying (he belt, and 
chauntiug some part of the war song. 'The 
chaunting was musical, although monutonvus, 
the subject matter relating exclusively to war, 

On the termination of the cervmony of the 
Belt, Tecumseth’s sister was presented to 
Lady Prevost, and after having had the honor 
of shaking hands, recvived from her Lady. 
ship a basket of presents. The principal 
contents Consisted in a suit of mourning ore 
haments, a selection the delicacy of which: 
was justified by the previous conduct of the 
heru’s sister $ fot when his Excellency, in his 
answer, alladed tv the death of her brother, 
she waî scen very unaffectedly to shed tears. 

The Chiefs and Warriors then, as before, 
were conducted to auother apartment, tu par. 
take of refrestupents prepared them. 

Et is highly gratifying to koown, that these 
brave Chiefs and Warriors, who represent 
several of the Índian nations, have met with 
a reception worthy of the great and generous 
nation in whom they have placed their re. 
fiauce. [It is indeed true they merit from us 
every favour that can be shewn them. ‘They 
did not hesitate to side with us at the opening 
of the war, when, at least as far as regarded 
their country, the chances were against us. 
They have beeu faithful throughout our pare 
tial disasters, and even when our own troops 
forgot themselves in last, October, they con- 
tinued to fight and harass the enemy. They 
have never betrayced us once, as our own 
Whites have dove, They have not fuught on 
the “* flanks and rear” onty, but have always 
eoveted the post of danger, In short, we are 
the only power for whom they have ever 
departed from their usual inconstancy, and 
submitted to all the restraints of military 
discipline, and, perhaps, this is the greatest 
compliment ever paid to the bencficvut genius 
of the British Goverument. 

The whole of them have been received on 


the part of Government and the people with 


those honours and that attention to which 
they are so justly entited, as the descendants 
of the original proprietors of this immense 
Continent, as brave men, as allies and friends. 
uuited with us in the defence of our persons 
and property against an enemy whose cruelty 
and disregard of justice has been strongly 
marked throughout by their conduct towards 
the Tudiaa Nations.
